They lodg’d in 
two different Houfes of our Suburbs very remote from 
one another, chang’d their Cloaths almoft every Day, 
and feldom vifited one another but inthe Night.

leys at Cronftadt ; all completely rigg’d, and in Order 
to go to Seaat a Moment’s Warning. ‘hey have each 
from 8 to 12 Seamen for the navigating Part, that is, 
fteering and handling the Sails, befides the Gunners, 
who are all on board ; fo that there wants nothing but 
Orders for the Land Forces to go on board to row them, 
which is the Poft of Honour even for the Guards. Thete 
80 Galleys will carry 20,000 Men, who are all to work 
at the Oar, and to aét as Marines againit an l-nemy. 
In this Number of Galleys are comprehended 13 for 
Cavalry, which carry 16 Horfe apiece, and 7 more are 
preparing ; fo that they may have 320 Horle on board, 
which they can embark and Jand with great Facility. 
The Horfes are commodioufly flowed below, and thele 
Galleys have the fame Complement above as the others. 
M. Swart, Refident here of tie States General, has pre 
fented a Memorial to this Court of the fame J endency 
with that prefented by M. Rumpf, their Envoy at Stock 
holm, to the Court of Sweden.

At leaft one might have expeéted this from 
Patriots, if they had not long ago taught us, that they 
rm) angry with every Thing belongs to them but the 
We have heard of Court Cabals and of Minifterial 
Intrigues, but I would be glad to know what Court 
was ever fo corrupt, what Miniftry fo. fhamelefs, as to 
take fuch a Step as this, to publifh to the World, that 
they had canvaffed a new Parliament, and found upon 
telling of Nofes, a Majority of Eighteen fit to be re- 
corded Romans. If ever fuch a thing had happened, I 
dare fay we fhould have had it tran{mitted to Pofterity 
in the blackeft Colours.

Is it inconfiftent with the Freedom of 
Parliaments to have their Votes fettled beforehand, and 
their Temper declared to all the World by a State Ba- 
rometer? Who doubts it? but if it be fo, then furely 
the Crime confifts in the Thing, and not merely in the 
Aétors. We all know, that the King’s Commiffion 
will not excufe a Man for committing l'reafon againft 
the State, any more than the King’s Pardon will bar an 
Impeachment ; but it fhould feem that the Patriots Pri- 
vilege is broader than the Crown’s Prerogative, they 
may not only make free with the Laws and beflave Ma- 
giftrates, but may alfo charaéterize Parliaments, and 
offer Schemes for amending, ang/ice {ubverting the Con- 
ftitution. Now, if this they may do with Impunity, 
then I think itis pretty plain, that the publick Tranqui- 
lity, if not the publick Liberty, is in a very dangerous 
Situation from thofe who pretend to be its beft Friends. 

Thefe fame worthy Perfons, who in the Craft/man 
have oblig’d the People of Britain, with a Reprefenta- 
tion of their Reprefentatives, have alfo at the fame time 
afforded them a Sketch of a new Conilitution, of which 
they have fure and certain Hopes, in cafe the Majority 
be as they fay. According to this Conftitution, the 
Counties are to be diftinguithed into Four Clafles, dig- 
nified no doubt with extraordinary Privileges, particu- 
larly the firlt Ten; for which many plaufible Reafons 
will be affign’d, tho’ the only true one is fet down in 
this Reprefentation, wiz. Becaufe the Proportion be- 
tween Roman Reprefentatives and Jta/ick, is as 18 to 2. 
Thefe Legiflators are fuch true Friends to Liberty, that 
upon the firft Shadow of a Majority in their Favour, 
they are for concerting Meafures for ever to preferve it, 
by ridding themfelves of fuch as have not Wit enough 
to make aright Choice. In doing this, nothing can be 
plainer, than that Intereft is the Motive, tho’ Property 
be the Pretence ; for the Counties that have chofen moft 
Ttalicks are clapt all into the laft Clafs, as if they were 
to come in under the new Setilement for the Fag-end of 
Freedom. Perhaps they may be indulg’d with fending 
Two Knights as they do now, whereas the firft Clals 
may very probably ele& Twenty each ; for tho’ upon 
other Occafions the Land-tax hath been complain'd of 
as very unequal, by thefe very Patriots, yet now they 
are for making it a Rule whereby to fquare the Coniti- 
tution, with a Provifo however that it fhall be again 
amended, whenever it appears no longer to anfwer their 
Purpofe. 

As for the poer Boroughs, many of whom fend Mem-

' HE Partizans of the Houfe of Bourbon exert 
’ their Eloquence daily on very different Subjeéts. 
* Sometimes they aflure us, that there is nothing the 
* Courts ef France and Spain fo much defire, as the 
* Prefervation of the Peace of Europe, and demonftrate- 
* ing their Fidelity and Kindnefs to their good Allies. 
* Atanother they take no lefs Pains in fhewing the Ex- 
‘ pediency of a War: When Things, fay they, are not 
* to be remedied by fair Means, when the molt reafon- 
‘ able Offers are rejected with Contempt, and the ftrong- 
* eft Tellimonies of fincere Friendthip are repaid with 
* Scorn, the Majefly of Crown’d Heads requires that 
* another Kind of Language fhould be ufed. 
* Such as aflume the Charaéter of particular Friends 
* to Spain, take all Occafions of fetting forth the mi- 
‘ ferable Condition of her Weft-Indies.. Her Settle- 
* ments, fay they, are ruined, her fortified Places demo- 
‘ lihhed, her Subjeéts reduced to the loweft Degree of 
‘ Want, her Indians encouraged to revolt, and her 
* Commerce totally deftroyed. They pretend now ta 
* difcover, that the Britifh Miniftry have had more fan- 
* guine Defigns than the Britifh Malecontents ; and 
* that while the latter were bellowing againft Spain, the 
‘ former contented themfelves with filendy plotting her 
* Deftruction. When they are defii’d to explain them- 
* felves, they refer us to the next Accounts, and hint

* of the Interelt of the Germanick Body, and maintain- 
* ing the Balance of Power in Europe. The Court of 
‘ his Britannick Majefly is the Centre of thefe Nego- 
‘ ciations, and as foon as he has put the laft Hand to 
‘ them, he wil! return to his Britifh Dominions. 

‘ The Earl of Hyndford fill enjoys the fame Degree 
of Credit with his Pruffian Majefty, to whom be was 
known when Prince, and his Lordfhip vifited the 
Court of Berlin in his Travels. It is faid, that the 
Earl’s Per{wafions have bad fo much Weight with that 
Monarch as to have engag’d him to enlarge the Time 
he firft fix'd for adhering to certain Propofitions cf 
Peace ; and that notwithftanding the prefent untc- 
ward Appearances, his Lordthip would ftill continue 
in that Camp, at leaft till another general Engage- 
ment happens, which will determine the Fate of silef, 
and of this unlucky War, fo contrary to the true In- 
tereft of both the Powers engag'd therein.
